Buf the government has not yet seen fit to act in a general way. 
Mr. Debbs was pardoned some time ago, bul mos.t of the men 
who raised th'eir voices against ilie war and its prosecution in 
such a manner as lo demand action are still behind the bars. 


Whether or nol the time is al hand when they may properly 


• be released is for the authorities to decide, bul there is one 
point that should be decided by public sentiment, and this is 
that any agitation for the release of (he prisoners should be 
free from mushiriess and all sickly senlimenlality, which has 
already manifested itself. 
There has been published within 


the last few days a picture of a group of children from the 
western stales on their way lo Washington to plead for the 
release of (he men/ They are the children of "war prisoners," 
so-called, and some of them were accompanied by their moth- 
ers. : They made a call in New York and. were also lo stop al 
Philadelphia and Baltimore on their "way to the national cap- 
ital. As shown in the picture-(hey carried banners reading: 
"Children's crusade'for amnesty"; "My mother died of a 
broken heart"-;,"We are innocent victims"; "No prolileer \venl 
to prison," andimore of a like character. 


This is a direct appeal to that mushy sentimentality of which 


there is an oversupply in (his country, and should not be 
countenanced for a moment. 
If (he prisoners who offended 


against the government iii a lime of stress are entitled to 
pardon the fact'should be made plain in a straightforward and 
common-sense way. 
Their wives and children should not be 


encouraged to parade about the country carrying banners of 
the kind described and appealing to those who are more prone 
to iears than to sober investigation and the careful weighing 
of facts. 


A prominent New Hngland newspaper takes up the cudgels 


for immediate and generalamnesty. 
It says the European 


governments have pardoned their war prisoners, and considers 
it nothing short of disgraceful [hat such prisoners in this coun- 
try are still behind the bars, three years and-a half after [lie 
signing of the armistice. The paper concludes ils argument 
by saying that "A. general amnesty by Ihe Presidenl and Con- 
gress is Ihe obvious course. 
II is long overdue." • 


This may be so, bul if il is, or is not, there should be no such 


spectacle as is presented by the group of children on their way 
from the West to Washington to "plead" with the government, 
and incidentally to conduct a "sobfest" enroiile. There is a 
better way of gelling at Hie mailer. 


Under the circumstances ilie government auihorilies would 


do well to send Ihese children home wilh such of (heir mothers 
as are with them, this action being coupled wilhjhe promise lo 
give the question al issue such consideration as the facts in the 
case warranl. 
To proclaim amnesty on (he strength of Ibis 


foolish and sensational demonstration would only encourage 
such efforts in attempts to "mould public sentiment," and Ilie 
sensible people of the country want nolliing of Ihe kind. 


There is loo much hysteria in this country already and it 


should be frowned upon and discouraged in every possible 
way. 
II is only lo be hoped that the government will recognize 


that fact when faced by this silly demonstration. 


It is certain that some of the moonshine is dangerous in the 


making, whatever the "finished product" may be. Explosions 
of stills are reported frequently, and in some cases the results 
are disastrous. There was a falal case of the kind in I laverjiill, 
Mass., the other day.
